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GAY COUNCILLOR MURDERED 



A Nottingham joiner has been charged with the murder of a 
Manchester city councillor, Chris Rogers (pictured), aged 39, 
whose body was discovered when police were called to a house 

in Carlton on 21st February. 

His body had been formally 
identified by a friend who had 
known him for over twenty years. 
A preliminary post-mortem report 
showed that he had died of shock 
and haemorrhage due to stab in¬ 
juries to the chest. 

Colin Henry of Standhill Road 
Carlton appeared in Court on the 
2nd March, charged with the mur¬ 
der of Chris Rogers and was 
remanded in custody until the 
14th April. 

Coun. Rogers, a colleague and 
personal friend of former Shadow 
Foreign Secretary, Gerald Kauf¬ 
man, was Deputy Chair of Man¬ 
chester Education Committee and 
had been Chair of the National 
Lesbian & Gay Group in MSF for 
over a year. 



AIDS PROJECT RESTRUCTURES 

Nottingham Aids Information Project has suspended the majority of 
its services and activities to allow for a period of internal restructuring. 
The decision to take time out was made with the full involvement of 
representatives from Nottingham Health Authority. Two services 
remaining active are the buddying (befriending) or existing service 
users, and the Captain's Fund which assists people facing financial 
hardship as a result of their HIV status. 

When the suspension of the facilities was announced an offer was 

made that if suitable alterna¬ 
tive accommodation could 
be found, then the costs 
incurred by users of the 
Project would be favour¬ 
ably considered by Notting¬ 
ham Health Authority. 

Vice-Chair Jane Kok- 
oszko said: "The decision 
to suspend activities was 
not taken lightly, but we 
felt that in order to ensure 
that our service provision 
was of the highest profes¬ 
sional standards, and that 
effective managerial and 
administrative policies 
were in place to maintain 
those standards, then diffi¬ 
cult decisions had to be 
made. With today's fund¬ 
ing criteria from Statutory 
Agencies we need to be 
able to produce value-for- 
money of the highest level, 
otherwise we may no 
longer receive the funding. 
Therefore we took the deci¬ 
sions we did to preserve 
our long-term future".

WHAT'S UP DOC? 

Our regular medical consultant is 
indisposed. This month our locum Dr 
Unshaw talks about syphilis. 

Dear Doctor. 

A friend of mine who I had sex 
with several months ago has been 
diagnosed to have syphilis. I haven't 
any symptoms and no discharges. I 
would hate to go to my GP unneces¬ 
sarily. It would be so embarrassing. 
Do you think I'm infected? Jason. 

Dear Jason. 

It is possible to have syphilis and 
not know it. A discharge is not a 
symptom of this disease. The first 
stage can be mistaken for a sore, and 
if you're taking other medications the 
symptoms may not be apparent to 
you. But if it's there, it won't go 
away by itself. Up to six months later 
it enters its second stage and then 
becomes much more, serious. You 
don't need to be afraid of being 
embarrassed by telling your GP. You 
can go to your nearest Genito Urin¬ 
ary Medical Clinic and have a com¬ 
pletely confidential examination and 
blood test and your GP won't know. 
But do not wait too long.

* After years of being a single parent there had Been little time or ihoney fSTn^t 
peitole or build a relationship. By the time the children were off my hands it was very 
obvious to me and those around me that I was both looking and feeling old. I retired 
early and expected to spend the third span of my life alone; that didn't exactly 
depress me but I secretly hoped I'd meet someone special. I have a spiritual 
dimension to my life - I suppose one might say I'm religious. But I'd virtually given 
up churchgoing because I felt in conflict with the Church over the Gay issue. 

One Sunday I felt the need to worship. I saw a pkone number in Gay*!Tim4s 
advertising the Metropolitan Community Church. As I made the journey there I 
began to wonder why I was bothering but on my arrival I received a tremendously 
warm welcome. Some gave me a hug, then a man tWenty years my junior gave me a 
hug and a kiss ori the cheek. He said, 'Oright Babe', 
i I drove home from the Church service, unusually elated with fKI words 'OrigHt 
babe' ringing in my ears. I tried to visuaUse the faces of the others I'd met but 'Oright 
Babe' kept pushing his face forward through the windscreen. My usual reserve went 
out of the window. Within two weeks I was writing my thoughts and feelings to him 
when, joy upon joys, 'Oright Babe' phoned me. 

I found myself explaining that the next Sunday my children would be staying arid 
I would be late at the service after seeing them off. "Will you wait for me?". "I'll wait 
babe" came the reply. 

That was six months ago. Maybe I'm deluding myself when I ^y I think I no 
longer look old and I certainly have no difficulty spending a couple of hours dancing. 

'Oright Babe' has been the kindest, most loving and considerate person I could 
ever wish to meet. He doesn't very often get fed up with my stuffiness but I know 
when he does, because the 'Oright-Babe' can have a slightly aifferent inflection. I am 
no longer sure if his accent is Brum, he is half Geordie, half Irish and lives in 
Birmingham. Sometimes I don't understand a word he says but Often we don^l need 
to say anything to be able to communicate. Never a day goes by without a phone call 
one way or the other. He took time off to be with me at Christmas, and New Year 
was spent together, staying with my son and his wife, who obviously liked him. We 
plan a holiday together in the Summer and we cannot imagine a future which does 
not involve us both and we plan to be living much closer together soon.

As a 
finale, the company sang Fred¬ 
die Mercury's 'We Are The 
Champions' and had most of 
the audience on their feet. 

For the first time the event 
was covered on local television 
in addition to wide regional 
press coverage. 

Plans are already well in 
for Promenaid '94.
